If you want an hour or two of re- 
laxation during the holiday stress 
the book for you is P. G. Wode- 
house’s “Quick Service.” Rumor 
has it that P. G., creator of the im- 
mortal Jeeves and beloved of all 
Statevepost readers was a prisoner 
in a concentration camp. We have a 
hazy memory which we hope is cor- 
rect of reading somewhere that he 
was permitted to return to Eng- 
land. Things happen in “Quick Ser- 
vice.” The setting is an English ma- 
nor house which is surrounded by 
a scented garden in which night- 
ingales trill and where the soft Eng- 
lish twilight sheds its warmest ef- 
fulgence. Against the lyric back- 
ground P. G. spins a plot as riot- 
ous as any of his fifty odd in which 
@ painting in oil and Paramount 
hams have a prominent place. 

Mistress of the manor is Mable 
Steptoe, late of California. Mable is 
important in the scheme of things 
for her breezy idiom, for her treat- 
ment of poor relations and, most of 
all, for her husband. Howard Step- 
toe familiarly known as Mugsy, had 
won fame in preliminary bouts on 
the Pacific coast. When Mable, with 
her millions, snatched him away to 
the decorous life of Claines hall, 
he was about to crash Hollywood 
to make Wallace Beery and Edward 
G. Robinson look to their crowns. 
Mugsy who, true to pugilistic tra- 
dition, has ears like the handles 
of an old Greek vase, suffers from 
what his wife picturesquely calls 
“the pork and beans outlook.” She 
doesn’t want to reform him but she 
does want to smarten him up so he 
will fit more gracefully into the role 
of master of Claines hall. In order 
to achieve this end she has hired 
one valet after another but their 
stay has been short in the house of 
Steptoe. Mugsy, whose opinion of 
English decorum is expressed by 
those cryptic words, “Ah, nerts,” 
has been firmly established in the 
dog house until the advent of Joss 
Weatherby. 

Joss Weatherby, poster maker for 
Paramount hams, painter of the 
famous portrait, impetuous lover, 
makes the wheels spin when he 
comes to Claines hall. Joss has what 
it takes. Under his easy affability 
and carefree jauntiness, he has the 
nerve of an army mule. As a foil for 
Joss and Mugsy, Wodehouse intro- 
duces one of his characteristic young 
men, Lord Holbeton, Who is svelte, 
willowy and who sings “Trees” in a 
delicious, quavery tenor. His lord- 
ship, however, is lacking in the 
spirit of enterprise, to his associates 
he is just a poor wet smack. 


Important in the scheme of de- 
velopments is old pickle puss James 
Duff, millionaire, (how prodigal 
Wodehouse is of millionaires) Own- 
er of Paramount Hams who fifteen 
years before the story begins was 
engaged to Beatrice Cavendish who 
sat for the portrait that figures In 
the story. There is a butler, too. No 
Jeeves, to be sure, but a zealous 
worker in upholding the ideals of 
butlerdom. 

As Wodehouse lavishes all the 
brilliancy of his genius on his men, 
the women are rather pale crea- 
tures in comparison. The breezy 
Mable, la Cavendish, who heeds the 
whisperings of old romance, little 
Sally Fairmile, poor relation, who 
manages to get herself engaged a 
couple times, are no match for the 
resplendent men in their lives. ; 

And the plot? If la Cavendish 
had decided upon eggs or fish for | 
breakfast instead of ham, there | 
wouldn’t have been any. It was this 
momentous decision that gave rise 
to the series of riotous events. 

Wodehouse is still master of the 
merry quip and veteran purveyor of 
flashing badinage. If you are not a 
Wodehousian, and a sad thing it is 
for you, you won't be reading 
“Quick Service” but if you are “Skin 
off your nose!” 

For a more serious book we rec- 
ommend “Chiang Kai-Shek,” a life 
of China’s marshal by Sven Hedin. 
What Europe is destroying, Chiang 
Kai-Shek is trying to keep alive in 
China in his New Life Movement. 
Resistance to Japan is important, 
the Marshall declares, but more 
important, is the internal order of 
China. The aim of the New Life 
Movement is the welfare of all the 
people rather than that of just a 
few. Its basic doctrine consists of 
the simple practices of courtesy, 
consideration, and respect for the 
rights of others. 

Sven Hedin who has lived in the 
Middle Kingdom for more than fif- 
ty years has taken time out from 
the writing of his monumental work 
on the results of his scientific ex- | 
peditions in China to write a biog- |

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James R. Reynolds Dies 
Of Skull Fracture 
Suffered In Fall 


James Richard Reynolds, 34, of 
Placerville, died Thursday afternoon 
at Placerville Sanatorium of a 
skull fracture and cerebral hem- 
orrhage suffered in a fall earlier in 
the afternoon while at his work at 
the plant of the California Door 
Company, at Diamond Springs. 

Mr. Richards, who had been em- 
ployed about four years by the com- 
pany as a lumber handler, was work- 
ing with the crane in the company’s 
yards when he fell from a pile of 
lumber. 

It is reported that as he fell, he 
grasped a timber in an effort to 
catch himself and the result was 
that the timber fell with him, strik- 
ing him across the side of the head 
and rendering him unconscious. 

A physician and ambulance were 
called and Mr. Reynolds was re- 
moved to the Sanatorium and de- 
spite all that could be done, his in- 
juries were so severe that it was 
impossible to save his life. 

It is reported that Mr. Reynolds’ 
mother had died at the family home 
on Saturday and that he had men- 
tioned to acquaintances Thursday 
morning that this had been “a pret- 
ty blue Christmas” since circum- 
stances had not permitteqd him to 
attend her funeral services, which 
were being held Thursday. 

Later in the day he experienced 
the fatal accident. 

Mr. Reynolds was a native of 
Missouri, aged 34 years, resident in 
El Dorado County about four years. 
The family had been active in the 
membership of the Placerville 
Church of the Nazarene. 

He is survived by his wife and by 
two sons.

ARCADIA, (lP—A horse player’s 
wants are simple. 


Just about all he asks is an hon- 
est to goodness run for his money. 


That means a horse that is trying 
a jockey that wants him to. 

When you stop to think how much 
the horse player spends each year 
trying to get this, you like to feel 
that the tracks do all they can to 
provide him with it. 

The fact is, though, the tracks 
don’t. If all the money that has 
been lost on horses that weren’t 
“trying” were available to the gov- 
ernment, the United States not only 
could build a navy for each ocean, 
but one for each of the Great Lakes, 
The Rogue, Brazos and Chattahoo- 
chee Rivers, and still have enough 
Ships left over to give one to each 
congressman for a door stop. 

However, there is a ray of sun- 
shine for the horse player. At the 
Santa Anita track, at least. Through 
its energetic, red-tape-cutting chair- 
man, Jerry Giesler, the California 
Racing Commission has notified the 
Santa Anita officials, the owners 
and trainers of horses stabled there 
for the meeting that opens Satur- 
day, the jockeys, and all others con- 
cerned, that from now on when a 
horse is sent to the post he must be 
sent for but one purpose—to win 


the race. 


There must be no more saddling 
of unfit horses, Giesler said. If they 
have any of the 10,000 and 1 ail- 
ments that beset the thoroughbred 
they must be kept in bed, or the 
thing that a horse is silly enough to 
accept as a bed. 


The day of the “tightener” and 
the “freshener” is out at Santa An- 
ita. This business of running a horse 
in a race just to give him the exer- 
cise and workout he needs to con- 
dition him for a genuine effort the 
following Tuesday, is finished. Le- 
gally, anyway. 

From the owners down, the word 
has gone around that the commis- 
sion intends to see to it that every 
horse in every race is ridden out. 
There will be no passing of the 
buck. The owner is forbidden to tell 
the trainer to take it easy on the 
horse, the trainer is forbidden to 
give such instructions to the jockey, 
and the jockey has been told he 
must ignore such instructions if re- 
ceived. And the stewards—who will 


be given an eye test by the commis- , 


sion—have been ordered to detect 
and report transgressors — or else. 


As for the owners, trainers, and the | 


jockeys, they have been told that vi- 


olation of the rule means a one- |:

| In short, it’s a rule calculated to 
‘increase the honesty of racing, and 
that’s what racing can stand a lot 
; of.

easily end in an indeterminate halt

| A demonstration in southern Eu- 
rope remains the only alternative 
apart from German reinforcements 
for Italy in Albania, which Musso- 
lini does not want because of its 
humiliating implications. Yet, the 
Germans are understood to have ex- 
plored the Balkan possibilities dur- 
ing the autumn and to have been 
deterred from action both by strate- 
gic difficulties and by Russian pres- 
sure. 

If Germany were to send heavy 
reinforcements of troops into Ru- 
mania, Russia certainly would be- 
come uneasy. A Strained situation 
might arise, cancelling the good ef- 
| fects Germany expects from the 
| new trade pact with Russia, arrang- 
| ed this month. 

It is possible Germany has no ma-
